Proper planting, pruning and watering are essential to the 
success of nursery stock. The ground should be plowed or 
spaded deeply. Holes should be large enough so the roots can 
be spread out without crowding. Soil should be packed firmly 
around roots so there are no air spaces and so roots are in tight 
contact with the soil. After planting, water thoroughly with hose 
twice a week until established.

Evergreens are one of the most useful classes of 
plants because of their year-round attractiveness and 
permanent beauty. They are immediately ornamental 
after planting. In Summer, Evergreens give a refreshing 
coolness to the scene and in Winter their cheerful colors 
break the otherwise dull Winter landscape. 

They may be divided into two general classes: Those 
of a truly dwarf habit of growth, which makes them 
desirable for foundation plantings, and those that attain 
considerable size and height, which makes them suit- 
able for backgrounds, windbreaks, and specimens. 
With the exception of Pines, Firs and Spruces, Ever- 
greens are greatly benefited by an annual shearing 
during July. 

A good selection of Evergreens is a permanent invest- 
ment, increasing in value yearly. To those who are 
unfamiliar with their characteristics we suggest that 
you permit us to help you select the right plant for its 
proper place.
